tant luminary. " The only considerations which ought to limit 
their number are the requirements of the country, and the 
means of sustaining them sufficiently.” We have in Belfast an 
admirable nucleus for a University. We have already more than 
fifteen hundred graduates alumni of the College ; we have a large 
body of students; we have a most efficient professorial staff; we 
have an excellent library and good museums ; and with a compara- 
tively small expenditure of money, our laboratories might be made 
fit for thorough practical training. What we specially want is in- 
dependence ; freedom from an eternal control which is not helpful. 
One main source of the success of Scotland as a nation is the ad- 
mirable training its four Universities have afforded, at a moderate 
cost, to a very large portion of the middle classes. In many re- 
spects Ulster resembles Scotland. The bulk of its people are in- 
dustrious, intelligent, and most anxious for higher education. 
They have talent, and they are always ready to turn their talent 
and education to good practical account, and thus to benefit their 
country as well as p themselves. Most earnestly, therefore, and 
with the most profound respect, I venture on this auspicious 
Jubilee Year, to ask your Majesty to be graciously pleased to 
grantto this College a University Charter, that it may be able more 
efficiently to promote the great object for which it was founded, 
the better advancement of learning among all classes of your 
Majesty s subjects in Ireland.”
